Poe was 
catching them mid-debate, but he didn't need a map to 
figure out what they were arguing about. Poe locked on to 
the regal hero's face and was immediately hypnotized by 
her passionate words. 

She spoke plainly, without bravado or overly emotive 
gestures. It was as if she was speaking directly to Poe 
Dameron, and she drilled down into him in a way no one else 
had been able to.
